TWO SIGNALMEN 
LOSE THEIR LIVES 


By Strenuous Efforts Fire is Kept| Villa Says His Troops Are Being 


Away From 60,000 Tons of 
Oil

PORTSMOUTH, Dec, 21—A fire in- 
volving damage variously estimated at 
from $1,250,000 to $2,500,000, devas- 
tated the famous docks Saturday night 
and resulted in the loss of two lives 
and the destruction of the century- 
old semaphore tower, which in the 
pre-wireless telegraph days was the 
reat signalling station between the 
fleet and the admiralty. 

An examination of the ruins today 
disclosed the fact that two of the 
three signal men who had remained 
in the tower to summon help, when 
the fire broke out, were burned to 
death. The third managed to make his 
escape through the smoke and flames 
to an adjoining roof and there fell un- 
conscious. He was subsequently res- 
cued, 

Nothing is known as to how the fire 
originated. When it was first observ- 
ed from the deck of the new battle 
cruiser, Queen Mary, it had already 
obtained a good hold on the inflam- 
able material in the loft and sail- 
house, All the fire fighting apparatus 
in the dockyard was: rapidly brought 
into action and the efforts of\the men 
were devoted to preventing the fire 
from reaching the main store at the 
end of the burning building which 
was filled with 30,000 tons of heavy 
oll, After many hours of most stren- 
uous work the fire was got under con- 
trol It had then reached within 
eight feet of this structure. The flames 
were finally extinguished about three 
o'clock Sundey morning. 

The huge wooden semaphore struc- 
ture standing on the rigging house 
was a blazing beacon within an hour 
of the outbreak and collapsed on the 
roof of the main tower and building, 
converting the whole into a ficry 
mass. Fire parties were sent to the 
dock yard from all the warships in 
the harbor, and the battle cruiser 
Queen Mary, on which brands were 
falling was towed out of the danger 
zone. Many valuable models of old 
warships, records relating to Nelson 
and other periods and naval relics 
were destroyed .

Strengthened by Deserters 
of Federals

CHIHUAHUA, Dec. 21—"Any ene 
who hereafter loots or molests pro- 
perty of foreigners or Mexicans wi?! 
be executed. The right to confiscate 
property will rest only with the con- 
stitutionallst government.” 

General Fransisco Villa issued this 
order today as showing his intention 
to maintain military discipline. As 
an example the executed on the plaza 
a band of rebels who had been found 
guilty by court martial of sacking the 
home of a Wealthy Mexican. While 
the six rebels were: marched before 
the firing squad, the stolen goods were 
seustieou wo the owner. 

All stores confiscated from the ex- 
pelled Spaniards tuday were closed 
and sealed, Orders were given that 
no more goods are to be taken from 
them. This action was believed to 
have resulted from the protest of the 
United States against the seizure of 
the Spanish property. Already great 
quantities of the goods, Valued at 
several millions dollars, had been at- 
tached iby the rebels. The remainder 
of the property is to be held pending 
an investigation whether the owners 
aided the Huerta government. 

General Villa said his troops were 
being strengthened by desertions from 


the Federal forces, He proclaimed 
amnesty to Federal soldiers, who 
would surrender and give up their 


arms, Many lederai troops are re- 
ported to have joined the rebels. 
Three , hundred thousand rounds of 
rifle ammunitioa and 500,000 rounds 
of artillery~ ammunition were re- 
ceived from a lake east of Chihuahua, 
where they were hidden by General 
Mercados of the evacuating Federals.

WINNIPEG, Dec, 21—Five passen- 
ger coaches and one baggage car were 
destroyed by fire with a loss of $80,- 
000, yet no one was injured when the 
Canadian Northern express No. 1 was 
wrecked at Lorette, cighteen miles 
east of Winnipeg, at 10 o'clock this 
morning.

Yeung Girl Brought Out From 
Scotland by Means of False | 
Advertisement 


The fact that traffic in “white slav- 
ery” is not confined entirely to the 
cities or the larger towns was brought 
to the attention of the Children's Aid 
department and the mounted police 
by a report from Islay, Alberta, yes- 
terday of the deception practiced bya 
resident of that town to procure a 
young girl from her home in Scotland, 
The girl, who is under fourteen years 
of age, replied to an advertisement in 
a Glasgow newspaper for a compan- 
jon girl for a family of children, The 
advertiser represented himself to be a 
wealthy farmer, of English birth, lo- 
cated close to Islay, and had arranged 
transportation for the girl who was to 
come, 

Arriving at Islay, the girl found 
that the advertiser was by no meansa 
farmer, She was taken into his home, 
however,and remained until complaint 
was made of the circumstances before 
a justice of the peace, who directed 
that the child be given into the cus- 
tody of the Children’s Shelter pere, 
with the result that the departinent is 
now providing for her, | 

An examination into the record of 
the man who secured this child from 
her parents in Scotland shows that he 
hails not from England, as stated in 
his advertisement, but from Portland, 
Oregan, where he had_ established a 
bad reputation, Since coming to Islay, 
also, he has once been convicted on 
the charge of running a bawdy house, 
and on the information supplied in 
connection with his procuring of the 
young girl from Scotland a few weeks 
ago the Mounted Police have taken 
the matter in hand and propose to 
make an example to be remembered 
by others of his ilk.

Famous Painting is Delivered by 
Italian Authorities to French 
Ambassador at Rome

mony the “Mona Lisa,” brought here 


under guard from Florence, was 
handed over to the French ambaasa- 
dor, M. Barrere at the ministry of in- 
siruction today in the presence of 
Marquis Di San Gioullano, the minis- 
ter for foreignn affairs; Sigor Cre- 
daro, minister of public instruction; 
M. Besnard, director of the French 
school in Rome, and other prominent 
personages who signed the document 
of the transfer of the picture, which 
had previously been officially identi- 
fied by M. Leprieau, director of the 
painting section of Louvre, by the aid 
of documents and detaiieu photo- 
graphs. . 

The “Mona Lisa" was then placed 
in a rosewood box and Dr. Corrado 
Ricei, director-general of fine arts in 
Rome, handed the key to the second 
secretary of the embassy M. Olle-La- 
prune, with the remark: “There she 
is; take good care of her.” 

The painting was conveyed to the 
Farnese Palace, where the French 
embassy is housed, and was viewed 
by the Queen mother and others. It 
will be placed on exhibition in the 
Borghese gallery from Tuesday until

Service for poor people will be vo'-

MEXICAN FEDERALS 
LAYING DOWN ARMS: 
HUERTA STILL BUSY 


Garrison of Entire 10th 
Battalion cf Federal Army Is 
Disbanded Now 


STATE GOVERNORS ARE 
TO RAISE COMPANIES 


——— 


To Be of 1,000 Men Each, and 
Merchants Must Pay for Them 


Says Huerta 
Hermosillo, Sonora, Dec, 20.—-A 


group of Federal officers, with their 
troops, apeared yesterday at Mayo- 
tirena, the insurgent base above 
Guayinas, and asked guarantees for 
their personal safety. A special train 
left there last night to bring them to 
Hermosillo, 

This news followed the report that 
the entire tenth battalion of infantry 
of the Federal army had been dis- 
armed by General Ojeda, federal com- 
mander at Guaymas, who had _ dis- 
covered a plot of the men and officers 
to desert to the constitutionalists side. 
The names of the federai officers and 
the number of their troops were not 
named in the report as received by 
General Obregon, Insurgent comman- 
der of the north military zone, It 
was said that the capitulation of 
Guaymas was expected at any mo- 
ment. ‘ 

Federals Bring the News. 


News of the disarming of the batta- 
lion was brought to the insurgents by 
three federal soldiers, who said that 
all of the officers would be executed. 
The revolt of the Guaymas garrison 
had been predicted for a long time. 

The insurgents consider’ that it 
would be impossible to hold the town, 
even if taken by assault, on account 
of the two federal gunboats lying in 
the harbor. Consequently they have 
been content to await developments, 
Attempts to drop bombs on the gun- 
boais from the acreplane falled and 
the constitutiona:o. possess no ar- 
tillery to shell the vessels from land. 

Huerta's Latest Falict. 

Mexico City, Dec, 20,—Explaining 
the necessity of utilizing the entire 
army in its campaign against the re- 
bels, President Huerta sent a circular 
yesterday to all the State governors, 
instructing them to proceed immedi- 

sly in the organization of 1,000 
nen each. 1t is clearly stated that 
the expenses of equipment and main- 
tonanee of ‘thesé ofgantzations” must 
come from the merchants and others 
whose interests it supposedly will 
protect. The governors are inform- 
ed that the organization must be per- 
ected by the end of the month. it! 
the instructions are complied with, it’ 
will mean an increase in the army of 
approximately 23,000 men.

progress at Concepion Del Oro, a| 
short distance southwest of Saltillo. 
No details have bocu received.

NEW INNESS LANDSCAPE 


Daughter of Famous American Artist 
Discovers Old Canvas Painted 
Over. 

New York, Dec, 19.—<Art circles 
were stirred today by news of the 
discovery of a so painting by Geo. 
Inness, one of the greatest of Ameri- 
can landscape artists. The canvass 
was smeared with thick white paint 
and Mrs, Jonathan Scott Hartley, the 
painter's daughter, kept it for nearly 
1wenty years after the death of her 
father without learning its value. 
Remembering her father's habit, of 
peinting over unfinished pictures 
when a new idea geized him and no 
other canvasses were at hand, she
